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Details on new care centre still emerging

A meet and greet in 
Didsbury with the Bethany 
Care Centre president did 
little to answer residents’ 
concerns over the pro¬ 
posed care centre coming 
to Didsbury. 

Greer Black, president 
and CEO of the non-profit 
organization chosen to 
build the facility in 
Didsbury spoke before a 
crowd of about 60 last 
Tuesday night during the 
Rosebud Health 

Foundation annual general 
meeting. He said little to 
questions on timeline, loca¬ 
tion or type of care that 
will be provided, insisting 


that the request for propos¬ 
al had been “fairly vague" 
and resulting details still 
had to be determined 
through discussions with 
Alberta Health Services. 

“We didn’t get any 
answers at all. He spoke 
about more meetings, 
which is all well and good, 
but at some point we 
would like to know," said 
Joan Ixmg, who attended 
the meeting. 

Her mother currently 
lives in Unit 4 of the hospi¬ 
tal where 40 long-term 
beds are slated to vanish 
after the building of the 
Bethany Care Centre is 
complete. She attended 
last week’s meeting in 
hopes of finding out more 


about the new facility that 
could house her mother in 
the upcoming years. 

“The staff are amazing 
people - the care and the 
communication with fami¬ 
ly, there’s just so much love 
there," she said of the serv¬ 
ice in Unit 4. She said her 
mother had lived in a sup¬ 
portive living centre in 
Calgary in the past, and the 
difference in service was 
noticeable. 

“When she first came to 
Didsbury we were told she 
was palliative. She would¬ 
n’t open her eyes, or talk 
and was eating puree," she 
said. 

“Now she’s sitting up in 
bed, she’s gained weight ... 
it’s absolutely the differ¬ 


ence in staff and service,” 
she said. 

Dave Shorten, executive 
director community and 
rural health Calgary zone, 
told t he Review 
Wednesday the 100 beds at 
Bethany Care, which 
includes the 40 meant to 
replace the long-term beds 
in Unit 4, will be designat¬ 
ed Supportive Living 4, not 
long-term. 

“What we’ve basically 
found in our rural areas is a 
lot of the people in long 
term care should actually 
be in more supportive liv¬ 
ing areas like what we’re 
building. The reason 
they're in long-term care in 
the niral areas is ... it’s 
only been long-term care 


beds available and that’s 
why they’re in the beds,” he 
said. Twenty long-term 
lasts in a separate wing of 
the hospital will remain he 
added. 

“We’re leaving the 20 
long-term care beds in the 
hospital for those people 
who really need it. The 
basic difference between 
SL4 and long-term care is 
in long-term care they need 
access to 24-hour 
RNs." 

But for people like Long, 
it’s more than just designa¬ 
tions. People wanted to 
know the ratio of staff to 
residents, if staff would 
move from the hospital to 
the care centre and how 
much the cost of living 


would be for resi¬ 
dents. 

Shorten said there will be 
options for staff to hire into 
the new facility but they 
would no longer be 
employed by Alberta 
Health Services, as they 
would be entering into 
Bethany Care. 

As for staff ratio and 
costs, both Shorten and 
Black said it’s too early to 
know the answers. 

“I could pick numbers," 
but it would just be a 
guess, said Black of the 
ratio for staff to residents. 
He said that would be a 
determination of Alberta 
Health Services for their 
standard.

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Students using iPods in classroom

Students at Didsbury 
High School are getting 
their daily dose of Apple 
technology as part of a new 
learning initiative, kick- 
started by Didsbury teach¬ 
ers. 

The program launched 
last February as the first of 
its kind for Chinook’s Edge 
School division and uses 
Apple iPods in the class¬ 
room to help students with 
their studies. 

“The iPods give control 
to the students. It empow¬ 
ers them to take education 
into their own hands,” said 
Terry Ann Robertson, who 
started looking into iPod 
use in the classroom about 
a year and a half ago, after 
her children told her about 
the potential educational 
benefits, such as the ability 
of the iPod to record and 
typo out lectures. 

“It helps students who 
have trouble recording 
notes in class.” she said. 
Hut that was just the stall 
of her discoveries. The 
school now has 40 iPods 
and two iPads and is 
expecting another eight 
iPads this month. 
Curriculum based “apps” - 
applications or programs 
have been designed for 
each of the subjects taught 
at school. 

For example, in physics 
students can attach a prong 
to the iPod to record pH 
levels. In band class, stu¬ 


dents can record their 
music and the iPod will 
compare it to a piece of 
music and critique their 
plays. 

“They’re so small that 
they don't take up a lot of 
room on their desk - and 
right there in front of them 
they have a thesaurus, or a 
French-Knglish dictionary," 
she said, highlighting the 
benefits. 

The iPods have between 
10 and 20 apps for each 
subject that teachers can 
work with. 

The iPods are discon¬ 
nected from the Internet 
and their use is monitored. 
Robertson said there hasn't 
been any abuse of the 
iPods detected. 

Students don’t take the 
iPods home. They stay in 
the school and teachers 
will book them if they need 
to use them on a particular 
day. 

“They’re more than just 
entertainment. There’s 
value in them in so many 
different ways,” said 
Robertson. 

The iPads, that are just 
starting to trickle into the 
school, will be used more 
for children with special 
needs and for teachers to 
use for demonstration pur¬ 
poses in the class¬ 
room. 

This isn’t the first pilot 
project dealing with tech¬ 
nology Didsbury High 
School has been a part of. 
Last year it was one of 
seven schools in the dis¬ 


trict to pilot a virtual desk¬ 
top project that allowed 
students to log on to any 
computer with Internet 
connection and access 
saved work or software on 
Chinook’s Edge main¬ 
frame. 

“The goal was always 
how do you keep students 
interested in learning? 
Some of the curriculum 
isn’t engaging on its own. 
We’ve found a way to 
address it,” said principal 
Garth Dagg. 

He said the funding has 
come from Alberta 
Initiative for School 
Improvement, a three-year 
grant that allows schools to 
work on improving educa¬ 
tional needs one* way or 
another. 

He said their project has 


started to get attention 
from other schools and 
Robertson has travelled to 
Red Deer and Edmonton to 
speak at various confer¬ 
ences about their pro¬ 
grams. 

“We got a bit of a leg up 
because we started the 
research early," said Dagg, 
who’s starting to see other 
schools take part in the ini¬ 
tiative. 

“So many kids have the 
iPhones and iPads and they 
don’t realize how much 
power there is in them for 
learning. They know they 
can store music and they 
can store games, and they 
can contact each other but 
I hope they get a sense of 
the apps that are there that 
can assist in their learn¬ 
ing,” he said.

Finding a place to shell er 
stray cats and dogs in 
Didsbury and Olds is an 
issue getting addressed 
w ith the help of the Airdrie 
and District Humane 
Society. 

Currently bylaw officers 
in town said there is no 
humane society set up in 
the area where they can 
take stray cats and dogs. 
They have a contract with 
a private kennel facility 
just outside of Didsbury 
where they can house the 
animals until they can 
bring them to a shelter, but 
it isn't a permanent solu¬ 
tion. 

“The number of strays is 
large everywhere and it’s 
something we’re struggling 
with,” said Didsbury's 
peace office Derek 
Sutherland who said hav-

stray cats and dogs their 
only place to take them is 
Calgary or Red Deer. 
Because Red Deer is per¬ 
petually full, they end up 
going into Calgary, a trip 
that can take in total four 
hours to complete. 

He approached the 
Airdrie and District 
Humane Society last year 
to see if there was interest 
in working together to 
build a shelter somewhere 
along the corridor between 
Calgary and Red Deer, and 
he now sits on the board of 
directors. 

Purple Kumai, president 
of the Airdrie and District 
Humane Society, who said 
they’ve been working 
together ever since and are 
in the process of changing 
the society’s name to 
Central Alberta Humane 
Society.

The group has been 
focusing this year on get¬ 
ting fundraising efforts at a 
corporate level off the 
ground to start reaching 
their goal of between $1 
and $5 million needed for 
the facility. 

“(Housing) dogs and oats 
is the focus as of today. We 
have fantastic horse* rescue 
groups and Alberta SPCA 
works really hard with the 
rural aspect like cows and 


the greatest need we have 
just in overpopulation and 
animals running around, 
that kind of thing,” said 
Kumai. 

Exactly what the facility 
will look like and what 
types of servicing will be 
provided are still in the 
early stages of planning. 
The possibility of the loca¬ 
tion being in Didsbury is 
one of two options the 
society is looking at.

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Stelmach’s 
departure opens 
political floodgates

Premier Ed Stelmach’s 
surprise announcement 
that he will be stepping 
down as premier and will 
not be seeking re-elec¬ 
tion is certainly one of 
the biggest political 
shakeups to hit Alberta 
in many years. 

And while the Tories have been quick to say the 
resignation won’t impact their ability to lead the 
province, opposition parties say the opposite is 
the case. 

Whether Albertans in general, and those in West 
Central Alberta in particular, will benefit from 
Stelmach’s departure remains anyone’s guess. 
What is known is that the run-up to the next 
provincial election - a provincial vote must be 
held on or before March 2013 - now promises to 
be very interesting indeed. 

In announcing his resignation, Stelmach sug¬ 
gested his departure will be seen as an unwel¬ 
come surprise for many Albertans. 

“There is no doubt that my decision today will 
come as a shock to many and a disappointment to 
my friends and Albertans,” said Stelmach. “I am 
grateful to those who gave me the opportunity to 
raise integrity and honesty into government for 
the benefit of all Albertans.” 

While most Albertans would probably agree that 
Stelmach’s departure is a big surprise, to call it a 
“disappointment” depends very much on whom 
you ask. 

For their pail, the opposition parties have been 
quick to say Stelmach’s departure is very bad 
news - for the ruling Tories. 

“The PC Party can change its leader, but it can’t 
change its political stripes,” said NDP leader 
Brian Mason. 

“The Alberta Tories can’t be trusted to protect 
public health care. They run the least competent 
government in Canada. That’s the real prob¬ 
lem.” 

Liberal leader Dr. David Swann said Stelmach’s 
departure must not be used as an excuse for the 
government to ignore important issues facing all 
Albertans. 

“We cannot allow this civil war between conser¬ 
vative factions to distract us from timely action 
for all Albertans on health care, education, and 
the economy,” said Swann. 

Wild Rose Alliance leader Danielle Smith said: 
“What we are seeing now is the PCs hope that by 
changing leader they’ll be able to change their 
slide in the polls. 1 don’t think that’s going to be 
the case.” 

If the PCs can get their new leader in place with¬ 
out too much fuss and controversy, Stelmach’s 
departure may end up being just a blip on the road 
to re-election victory in 2013. 

If, on the other hand, the leadership race turns 
out to be a down-and-dirty battle, it may prove to 
be a golden opportunity for the opposition parties 
to make significant inroads with voters, including 
in West Central Alberta.
